Tho’ I do not. think (fays Mr. D’ Anvers) the Defigns 
of King Charles the Second, either deeply laid, or deeply 
fixed in his own Mind ; yet in general they were founded 
on bad Principles, and direéted to bad Ends. He defired 
indeed to be eaf , and to make his People fo; but then

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lefired both thefe on fuch Conditions, as were incon- 
with good Government, during the whole Courfe 
Reign, and with the Security of Religion and Li- 
during the latter Part of ut. We have feen how the 

int — ate Conduét of many, and the flagitious Defigns 
of fome among the Whigs, weakened their own Party, and 
gave new Strengthand new Provocation to the other, But we 
have not yet confidered fome other Advantages, without which 
thefe Divitions could pesther mas been. fomented, nor fup- 
ported as they were. Now thefe Advantages arofe chiefly 
from the Character and Conduet of the Azyg himfelf. If 
King Charles had found the Nation plunged in Corrupt 
on; th opie chufing their Reprefentatives for Money, 
without any other Regard ; and thele Reprefentatives of 
the Heople, as well as the Nobility, reduced by Luxury 
to bee the unhallowed Alms of a Court; or to receive, 
like miferable Hirelings, the Wages of Iniquity from @ 
NMiinijer ; if he had found the Nation, I fay, in this Con- 
dition (which extravagant Suppofition one cannot make with- 
out Horror) he might have difhonoured her abroad, and 
impoverifhed and opprefled her at home, tho’ he had been 
the weakeft Prince on Earth, and his Minifters the mott 


odious and contemptible Men, that ever prefumed to bea 

bitiou Our Fathers might have fallen into Circumftances 
which compofe the very Quinteffence of political Mifery. 
They might have ld ther Birth-r: ight for Porridge thet

was their own, They might have yok bubbled by the 
foollith, bullied by the fearful, and infulted by thofe whom 
they detpifed. “hey would have deferved to be Slaves, and 
they might have been treated as fuch. When a free Pew 
ple crouch, like Camels, to be loaded, the next at Hand, 
no matter who mounts them, and they foon feel the Whip 
and the \pur of their Tyrant ; for a Tyrant, whether Princ 
or Uinifer, refembles the Devil in mat 1V Refpects, particu 
larly in this. He is often both the 7 Tempterand Tormentor. 
He makes the Crimmal, and he punifhes the Crime. 

But this was not the State of the Eng/ifh Nation at the 
Time we ipeak of. We were not yet corrupi ted, nor even

quite ripe for Corruption. Parties there were; and the 


Contetts of the/ Parties gave Occation to the ’ Rife and 
Growth of Faction; fome of which ran into the moft fe 
ditious Practices againft the Government, and others into 
the vileft Submiffion to it. But fill a Spirit of Liberty te 
mained in many, uncorrupted and unextinguifhed ; and fuch 

as 
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as worked our national Deliverance in the Days of Diftrefs, 
that foon followed. We were freemen then, in the proper 
Senfe, and full Extent of the Words ; becaufe not only the 
Laws, which aflerted our common Richts, were maintained 
and improved, but private fndeSendency; which can alone 
fupport publick Likerty, under fuch a Government as ours, 
and which was itfelf fupported by fome of that ancient OF co- 
cnm and Simplicity of Manners, that were crowing, but not 
grown out of Fafhion. Such a People, as we then were, 
could neither be doxght nor driwn; and 1 think King Charles 
could not have divided and Jedthem, if he had wanted any of 
the Qualities he pofleffed, or had held another Conduét than 
he held. Far from being proud, haughty, or brutal *, fe

pad not a Grain of Pride, or Vanity in his whole Compchtion ; 


but was the moft affable, beft-bred Man alive. He treated 
his Subjects like Noblemen, like Gentlemen, like Freemen, not 


like Vaffals, or Boors. Whatever Notion he had of his /e- 
editary Right, he owned his Obligation for the Crown he 
wore to his Peop/:, as much as he would have been bound 
todo, in Reafon, in Juftice, in Honour, and in j’rudence, 
he had ftood at the greateft Diitance from it in the 
Cour of lineal Succeffion, and had been called to it from 
the low State, in which he was before, by the free Gift 
and Choice of the Nation. His Profeffions were plaufible, 
and his whole Behaviour engaging; fo that he won upon 
| > Hearts, even whilft he loft the good O pinion of his 
Subjects ; and often ba'lanced their Judgment of Things, by 
their perfonal Inclination. Thefe Qi ralities, ‘tid this |’art of 
hs Conduct went a great way to give him Credit with his 
People, and an Hold on the ir Affect: (Orns But th: >; Was not 
ail, Beek ferved their Temper, and he complied with it. 
He vielded to them in Points, from which he had deter- 
mined, and declared too, that he would never depart. To 
know when to y ield, in ‘Cumin, is at leaft as neceflary 
sto know when to lofe in Trade; and he, who cannot do 
‘he fir/?, is fo little like ely to goweri a Kingdom will, that it 
I more than probable he would govern a Shop ill, King 
Charles gave up to the Murmurs of his People, not one cr 
‘we fuch Miniffers as may be found almott behind oer? Desk ; 
ae awkard Pageants of Courts, thofe wooden Images, 
bh People sild and then worfhip; but feveral great and 
ble b Men. nay, whole Cabals of fuch, who had Merit wth 


him, 
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him, tho’ they had none with the Nation. He farted 
often out of the true Interett of his People ; but the Voice 
of his People almoft as often reclaimed him. He made the 
firft Dutch I¥ar; but he made the Triple Alliance too. He 
engaged with France in the War of 1672; but he made a 
feparate Peace with Helland. ‘True it is, indeed, that nei- 
ther the Reprefentations of his Parliament, nor the Detires 
of his People, could prevail on him to go farther, and to 
enter in earneft into the War againft France. But the Con- 
fiience between him and his Parliament was fo broken at 
that time, that they would not truft him, nor he them. 
At this I am not furprifed, and for that very Reafon I 
confefs, I have always been fo at the flrone and repeated 
Initances made to force him into that War; finee it can- 
not furely be better Policy to drive a Prince into a War, 
which he has no Inclination to make, than it would be 
to be drawn by him into a War, if he had no Ability to 
conduct it. In home Affairs, belides his frequent Conceflions, 
whenever the Nation took Umbrage at his } roceedings, he 
pafied the Te/?, and the Habeas Corpus Bills, and many others 
tor the publick Benefit ; and J fcarce remember any popular 
12, which ftopped at the Throne in his ‘Time, except 
that about the Adritia, which he apprehended to be a dan- 
cerous Encroachment on his Prerogative ; and another in 
Favour ef the Duvjenters, which was contrived, meanly 
enough, to be ftolen off the Table in the Hou/e of Lord. 

What has been touched here, and in former Papers, will 
be fufficient to fhew, in fome Meafure, how King Charles 
was enable d to divide a ation {fo united and {o heated as 
this Nation was, on the Difcovery of the Posi Plot; t9 
oppofe fo avowedly and fo refolutely the Exclufjon of his 


v 


Brether ; the Profpect of whofe fucceeding to the Crown 
was become {till more creadful, even by that fmall Part 
of Coleman's Correfpondence, which had come to Light; 
nd yet to attach fo numerous a Party to Aim//f, nay to 

Brother; to lay afide Parliaments for feveral Yeats, and 
not only to ftand his Ground, but to gain Ground in the 
Nation, at the fame Time. But there is {till fomething 
more to be added. He had not only prepared for the Storm, 
but he acquired new Streneth in the midit of it. In the 
Proceedings of the P-4i/7 Pict, and the Bill of Exclufion, he 
would glad! ' have kept the former out of Parliament; but 
when it Was once there, he put on the Appearances © 
great Zeal for the Profecution of it. Thefe Appearances 
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helned him to fcreen his Brother ; as the ill Succefs of the 
Exelufen Billin the Houfe of Lords, where it was rejected by 
Vaty_three againtt Thirty, helped to fcreen himfelf from the 
Violence of the Houfe of Commons. But that, which gaye 
him the principal Advantage in the. prefent Contefts, was 
another Management. As foon as the firft preparatory Steps 
were made to the Brill of Excluffon in 1678, he declared 
himfelf, in a Speech to his Parliament, ready to pafs any 
Bills to make his People fafe in the Reign of his Sweceffor, 
fo they tended not to tmpeach the Right of Succeffion, nor the 
Defcent of the Crown in the true Line. He perfifted in this 
Declaration to the laft; and if he had done nothing elfe, I 
imagine that he would have gained no great Popularity. 
When a free People lye under any Grievance, or apprehend 
anv Danger, and try to obtain their Prince’s Confent to 
deliver them from one, or to prevent the other; a flat Re- 
fufal, on his Part, reduces them to the melancholy Alterna- 
ive of continuing to fubmit to ome, and to ftand expofed to 
the other, or of freeing themfelves from both, without his 
Confent ; which can hardly be done by Means very con- 
fitent with his and their common Intereft. King Charles 
was too wife to pufh the Nation to fuch an Extremity. 
He refufed what his Parliament preffed on him, in the Man- 
ner and on the Principle they preffed it; but then his Refu- 
i} was followed by Expedrents; which varyed the A/anner, 


= 


and yet might have been managed fo as to produce the 


Efe? ; and which feemed to fave, rather than actually faved, 
the Principle, Numbers concurred, at that time, in avow- 
ing the Principle; and the Te/fs had made many Perfons 
think Religion fafe; as the King’ s Offers made them think it 
no Fault of his, if it was not made fafer. ‘The Council had 
Prepared forme Expedients ; and the Limitations, and other Pro- 
urfons againft a Popifh Succeffir, propofed direétly from the 
lhrone by the Chancellor in 1679, went a great Way fo- 
wards binding the Hands of fuch a Suceeffir, and lodging the 
Power, taken from him in the Parliament. But the Scheme 
of Expedients, debated in the Oxford Parliament, was a real 
Exclufion from every Thing but the Title of King. The 


fir Article banifhed the Duée of Yerk, during his Life, to 


the Diftance of 500 Miles from England, Scotland, and Ire- 
land ; and the Teuth, to mention no more, excluded him 
i/o fad?o, if he came into any of thefe Kingdoms ; directed 
that he fhould fuffer, in this Cafe, as by the former Bull, 
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that is, in ps Princefs of Orange. Surely this was not ta 
vote the Lyon in the Lobby into the Houfe. It would have been 
to vote ‘al out of the Houfe, and Lobly both, and only fuffer 
him to be called Lyon ftill. I am not ignorant of the Re- 
finements, urged by Sir William ‘fones and others againtt this 
Scheme ; but I know tRat Men run into Errors from both _ 
Extremes; from that of feeing too much, as_ well as that of 
feeing too little; and that the moft fubtle Refiners are apt 
to wreft the true Point of political Wifdom, which con- 
fifts in diftinguifhing juftly between what is abfolutely bett 
in Speculation, and what is the beft of Things practicable 
in particular Conjunéctures. The Scheme, 


no doubt, was 
built on a manifeft 


Abfurdity, and was liable to many In- 
conveniencies, Difficulties and Dangers ; but ftill it was the 
utmoft, that could be hoped for at that Moment ; and the 
fingle Confideration, one would think fhould have been this, 
whether, united under fuch an A& of Parliament, they would 
not have oppofed the Succeffion of the Duke of Yoré, with 
lefs Incanveniency, lefs Difficulty and Danger, than difuni- 
ted, and with the Laws againft them. The Truth is, that 
as there were Men, at this time, defirous that the King 
fhould be on defperate Terms with his Parliament, becaule 
they were fothemfelves ; in like manner, there were others, 
who defired, for a Reafon of the fame Nature, that the Par- 
diament fhould be on defperate Terms with the Azng. T hefe 
were factious Intere/ts, and they prevailed againft the natio- 

nal ra /?; which required that the Ain Ig fhould be fepare- 
ted at any Rate from his Brother, a Boost of being united 
to hi im by a Fear made common to b; th, But the Dye was 
thrown ; and the Leaders of the // } 4 g Party were refolved * 

ta let ¢ all lye in sek jeeg on, rather than hearken to any Thing, be- 
Obftinacy provoked Obftinacy. The 
King prew obitinate, and fevere too, avainft his natural Ea- 
linefs and former Clemency of Tempet. The Tory Party 
grew as obftinate, and as furious on their Side, acc cording 
to a nat ural Tendency in the Difpofition of all Parties ;

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[It was this Folly and Adadnefs however, that cured the 
Folly and Madnefs of Party. As the common Danger ap- 
sroached, the [mpreffions of Terror, which it made, increa- 
fed, Whig and Torythen felt them alike, and were brought 
hy them, as drunken Men fomcetimes are, to their Senfes. The 
Events of King ‘fames’s Reign, and the Steps, by which 
the Revoluti was brought about, are fo recent, and fo well 
known, that I fhall not defcend into any very particular 
mention of them. A few general Remarks on the Be- 
haviour of this Prince, and on the Behaviour of Parties, 
in his Reign, and at the Revelution,will be fufficient to wind 
up the Hiftory of /Vdig and Tory, and to prove what I have 
fo often aflerted, that doth Sides purged themfelves, on this 
ercat Occafion of the Imputations laid to their Charge by 
their Adverfaries, that the proper and real Diftinétion of the 
iwo Parties expired at this Avra; and that altho’ their Ghofls 
have continued to haunt and divide us fo many Years after- 
wards, yet there neither is, nor can be any Divifion of 
Parties at this Time, reconcileable with common Senfe, and 
common Honefty, among thofe who are come on the Stage 
of the World, under the prefent Conftitution ; except thofe 
of Churehmen and Diffenters ; thofe of Court and Country. 

The Behaviour and Conduct of King ‘/ames the [Id, would 
be fuficient, if there was no other Inftance, and there are 
Thoufands, to fhew that as ftrong Prejudices, however got, 
are the Parents, fo a weak Underftanding is the Nurfe of 
Bigotry,and Injuftice,and Violence,and Cruelty, its Offspring. 
This Prince was above Fi ty when: he came to the Throne. 
He had great Experience of all Kinds ; particularly of the 
Temper of thts Nation, and of the Impoffibility to attempt 
introducing Popery, without hazarding his Crown. Sut his 
Experience profited him not. His Bigotry drew falle Con- 
Clufions from it. He flattered himfelf that he fhould 
be able to play Parties againft one another, better than 
his Brother had done ; (which, by the way, was the leatt 
of his littke Talents ;) and, to compleat his Defigns by an 
Authority, which was but too well eftablifhed, he pafled, I 
think, for a fincere Man. Perhaps, he was fo ; and he 
fpoke always with great Emphalis of the Word of a King ; 
and yet never was the meane{t Word fo fcandaloufly broken 
4 his, in the Debate in’ 1678, about the Te? ; when he 
got a Provifo put in for excepting himfelf, It has been 
advanced in Print, and yot denied, that I know of, that 
{peaking 
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fpeaking with * great Earne/tne/s, ” with Te. rs in |} 

Eyes, he folemnly protefted, that whatever his Religion might 
be, it fhould only be a private Thi ing ‘s ween God and kj 
own Soul; and that no Effec? of it fhould ever appear iy 
the Government. At his Acceffion to the Throne, in Counei! 
firft, and after that in full Parliament, in the Face of the 
Nation, he made the ftrongeft Declaration in Favour of 
the Conftitution in Church and State, and took the mof 
folemn Engagements to defend and fupport it. But Biga- 
try, burft through all thefe Cobwebs ; for fuch they are to 
Men, tranfported by a religious Delirium, who acquire a 
Strength, that thofe who are well, have not, and confci- 
entioufly break all the Obligations of Morality. T hefe ad- 
mirable Difpofitions in the King were encouraged by the 
State, in which his Brother left, and he found the Nation, 
and by the Complaifance of the Parliament, which he cal- 
led foon after his Acceffion. They were confirmed, and 
he was determined to pull off the Mask entirely, by the 
ill SuccefS of the Duke of Monmouth and the Earl of A- 
gyle. Bifhop Burnet fpeaks of this Parliament very inde- 
cently, and I think very untruly. They were neither Men 
of Parts nor Eftates, according to him. The Truth is, 
that the Circumftances under which we were brought by 
the factious Proceedings of both Parties, in the late Reign, 
for and againft the Court, were fuch as might perplex the 
beft Parts, and puzzle the Heads even of the wifeft Men, 
A pr ofe) ed, zealous Papi “ty in full and quiet t Pofleffion of the 
Throne, and inftead of any Provifion made, or any Mee- 
fures taken againft him, the Notion and the Exercife of 
the Prerogative elt: blithed at an extravagant Height, wert 
fuch Circumftances. as laid the Nation almoft at the Mer- 
cy of the King. They therefore, who were the moft de 
termined not to part with either their Religion or their Li 

berty, and yet had more to lofe in the Fray than Dr. 
Burnet, might be willi ng to look round them; to wait 
Opportunities, and not undertake rafhly what can feldom 
be undertaken twice. It is impoffible to believe that the 
Confidence in the King’s Word was fach as they affected. 
But like drowning Men, who faw nothing elfe to catch 
at, they caught at a Straw, The Duke of Monmouth’s Ex 
pedition into England, and the Earl of 4 ‘gyle’s into Scot 
land, were fo far from affording the Nation any Opporti- 
nity

them; loft the zco,cco/. they had voted, rather than fuf- 
fer them to titany longer; and never met them more, 
Things hafferned now to a Decifion. The Kine’s De. 
fions were open!v d\t ed, and defperately pufhed. The 
Church of England opp ed them, with the utmoft Vigour, 
The Di/fenters were ont by the Cos vi: and they, who 
had been ready to take Arms againft King Charles, be- 
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caufe he was unwilling to exclude his Srother, and who 
had taken Arms again{ft this Prince, fince he was on the 
Throne, became the Abettors of his Ufurpations. It were 
eafy to prove this, even by Bifthop Aurnet’s Account, 
as much as that is foftened ; and if the Excufes, which 
have been made for their Silence againft Popery, in this 
critical Moment, or for their approving and encouraging 
the Exercife of a di/penfing Power, are to be received, one 
may undertake to excufe, on the fame i rinciples of Rea- 
foning, all thofe Inftances of Mifconduct in the Church Par- 
ty, which I have prefumed to cenfure fo freely. But the 
Truth is, thefe Excufes are frivolous. I could quote fome, 
that are even burlefque. Let us reverence Truth therefore, 
and condemn the Dz/fenters as frankly, on this Occafion, 
as we have condemned the Members of the Church of Eng- 

land on others.

Both 
facriiced, on this Occafion, their Party to their Country. 
When the Torfes and the // higs were thus coalited, the lat- 
ter ftood no longer in need of any adventitious Help. 1 
they did not refufe the Afifance of thofe, who had weak- 
ened their Caule more, by the fealoufies and Fears, tu ¥ hich 
they gave both Occafion anid Pretence, than they had 
trengthened it by their Numbers; vet they fuftered them 
to have no Influence in their Councils, no Direétion o 
ther Conduct.

prevailed, and it was no Fault of theirs they did not, the 
Caallition of Parties had been broken; and, inftead of a 
Revolution, we might have had a Croil War; perhays, not 
even the fad Chances of our Re/foion and Liberty. But this

+ he Fortrefles of Lecho and Frezzo in the AZi/anefe, fur- 
rendered upon the firit Approach of the Confit Troops, 
without ftriking a Blow; and the Caftle of Fuentes, fituate 
on the Lake Come, held out but three rn, and then fub- 
mitted to the fame Fate.

T is vetuncertain what Refolution the five affociated Cir-

The French Parties carry their Incurfions very far into the 
Brigaw: but the Marfhal Duke de Berwick has given Or- 
ders to put a ftop to them, and has afiured the Regency of 
that Country, that as long as the Garifon of Luxemberg 
remains within its Walls, and makes no Incurfions on the 
French Territories, they fhall have nothing to fear on the 
French fide. 
The Court of Vienna doesnot feem much dejected at their Lof- 


‘fesin Italy, and would perfuade themfelves, that the Fate of 


one Battle may retrieve all again. The General,Count Verc:, 
is declared Governor of the Milanese, in the Room of the 
old Count Daun, who continues in Difgrace. 

Letters from Drefilen fay, that the Coronation of King 
Aug uflus is put off to an uncertain Time. The Saxon

His Troops wintered in 
Thejjaly, and the enfuing Spring marched into Beotia, where, 
by the Conduct and Valour of Ariftides and Paufanias, they 
were defeated, and put to the Sword. The Grecians ob- 
tained, the very fame Day, another fignal Victory over the 
Perfians by Sea, near Mycale, a Promontory of Afia, where 
they defeated and burnt the Remains of their Fleet. Hi- 
therto our Author follows Herodotus, the remaining Part of 
this Chapter is taken from Thucydides, Diodorus, and others, 

This War being thus happily ended, the Athenians took 
Pofleffion of their City again, and rebuilt and fortified it. 
After an Account of the Conduét of Paufanius, Arifiides, 
and Themifincles, Mr. Kellin proceeds to the Death of Xerxes. 
This Prince was fo Goan ‘ed at the fatal Mifcarriage of 
his lete Expedition, that his Inclination to War was wholly 
fwallowed up in Luxury and Effeminacy.

Not contented wich this Advantage, he followed 
the fugitive Perfians, who had joined their Land-Army on 
Shoar, and obtained, the fame Day, a fecond and com- 
pleat Victory. With the Glory he gained by thefe Actions 
he returned to Athens, and enc creafed it the Year following 
when failing towards the Helle/pont, he obliged the Perfans 
to leave Cher/s ane/us, made it fubje& to Athens, and obtained 
feveral other connec Advantages. 

Whilft thefe Things were tranfacting, the Egyptians re- 
volted, and ch aa Inarus, a Libyan Prince, for their King, 
called in the Athenians to their Afhiitas ice. As they readily 
embraced ag opportunity of weakening the Power of their 
Enemies, the Perfians, they did not want many Invitations, 
but with Joy failed a Eg) ypt. Artaxerxes defigned to go 
in Perfon a againit the Rebels. and to that End raifed an Army 
of 300,000 Men, but being diffuaded from the Expedi- 
t) n himfelf, committed it to the Care of his Brother Ache- 
mendes, He was not, himiaver, able to refift the united 
Force of Eoypt and Athens; they obtained a compleat Vic- 
tory over him near Memphis, and tcok two third Parts of 
that City.

Our Author now thinks fit to give his Readers a brief 
Account of what happene! in the firft twenty Years of 
the Re! mm of Art, ver Nes. in Favour of the Jews, which he 
has collected out of the Books of Ezra, Nehemia/, and the 
Prophet Daniel.

Cimon havinz, on Occafion of fome 
Differences between the Athenians and the Lacedemontan, 
fhewn too much Fondnefs to the Laws and Government 
of the latter, was banifhed Athens ; and remained in Exile 
five Years before he was recalled. After his return, he foon 

re-eftablifhed a good Intelligence between the two Cities. 
He likewife obtained feveral Viétories over the Perfan, 
which obliged Artaxerxes to conclude a Treaty as much to 
the Glory as the Advantage of the Grecians, but Cimzn died, 
wade * lamented, while this Treaty was in Negotiation. 

Cimon’s Death made Pericles the moft noted Man in Athens; 
but the Nobility, i ne jealous of his Power and Interelt, 
fet up T hucyar les, Cimen’s Brot! er-in-Law, to opp fe him. 
The Rupture vita thefe two Chiefs of oppotite Parties 
foon become fo publick, that there was a Neceffity of ba 
nifhing one, and Pericles : appearing to have the greateft In- 
terett, his Rival was obliop vad to quit Athens, after which all 
Affairs fell entirely under his Dire&tions. He had no foonet 
gained this Point, than he altered his Conduét with Regar 
to the People, and reduced the Government into an Arifto- 
cracy, if not a fort of Monarchy.
